fought in Budapest this afternoon be- 
tween Count. Stephan. Tisza, President 
of the lower house of the Hungarian 
Parliament, and Count Michael Karol- 
yi, the Opposition leader, one of the 
richest young Hungarian noblemen. 
The duel-arose out of the stern meas- 
ures of repression taken by. Count 
Tisza against the disorderly tactics of 


of which one of thé Opposition Depu- 
ties attempted to assassinate him. 

On entering the National Club in 
Budapest yesterday afternoon Count 
Tisza . offered his hand to Count 
Karolyi. The’ latter ostentatiously 
thrust his hands in his pockets, de-: 
claring that after what had occurred 
it would be useless if he and Count 
Tisza pretended to be friends. After- 
ward Count Tisza sent a challenge. 

The conditions prescribed: for the 
duel were ‘that the parties were to 
fight, till on¢é was disabled, and were 
to be without protection save neck 
bandages: . is 

The conflict was fought with heavy 
swords and lasted an hour. Count 
Tisza, who'is extraordinarily agile for 
his age, had the better of his opponent 
throughout, Count Karolyi being a big, 
heavy man. 

Count Karolyi, who received several 
cuts, was.badly wounded in the arm in 
the thirty-second round, whereupon the 
doctors stopped the duel. _ The com- 
batants were not reconciled. 

Other duels are expected.

Bones May Be Repaired by 
Its Use in Four Days. — 


WOUNDS HEALED IN ONE 


Rockefeller Institute’s Expert Accel- 
erates Growth of Connective Tis- 


sue by Artificial Means. 
Teak PR ba Sw a 

Dr. Alexis Carrel of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute for Medical Research, who received 
the Nobel. Prize for Medicine in 1912, is 
the first to announce a great scientific 
discovery in 1913. In the current isste of 
The .Journal of BExperimental Medicine, 
the official organ of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, dated*Jan. 1, he predicts, as the 
result of ‘a series of experiments which 
have been in progress since 1907, the pos- 
sibility of healing a cutaneous wound in 
less than a day and the repair of a 
broken leg in four days. 

It is declared on the highest authority 


of the young scientist's many wonderful 
surgical and biological discoveries, as 
well as the‘culmination of his laboratory 
work. Although Dr. Carrel does not men- 
tion it in his preliminary report, the as- 
sertion is also made that the reparative 
process may become applicable not only 
in cases where the tissues have been di- 
vided, as in knife wounds, but in cases 
where large areas of tissue have been de- 
stroyed in various parts of -the body wy 
disease. 

"Dr. Carrel’s latest discovery is the re- 


sult of eulanen as to the manner in 
which ‘cells multiply and thus. effect the 
growth of tissue. If it weré possible, 
he argued, to become possessed of this 
knowledge, it ought to be possible, also, 
to promote this proliferation of cells and 
the consequent: growth of connective tis- 
sue by artificial means. His important 
discovery is aiscat concealed Heneath this 
innocuous caption 

* Artificial Activation of the Growth in 
Vitro: of Connective Tisste.’’ 

Aided by knowledge of the fact that 
growth of the body is dependent in many 
rerpecis on the more or less. mysterious 
activities of some of the ductless glands— 
the thyroid, for instance—he applied a 
mixture of th pond extract and: macerated 
her organs of the body to 
cutaneous wounds.

, siders Complaints Against 
Federal Court Judge. 

















HIS REMOVAL IS SOUGHT 


Discourtesy from the Bench’ and 
Rulings on Ex Parte Statements 
Ayerred Against Him. 


The Grievance Committee of the Brook- 
lyn Bar Association last night began an 
investigation into complaints which have 
been made as to the conduct of Federal 
District Juége Thomas Ives Chatfield: 
In no way do these “complaints invoive 
the honesty of the Judge, but all have to 
doswith iis official conduct in the hear- 
ing of the cases which have come before 
him. 

At the meeting’ last night half a dozen 
cases were taken up by ‘the Bar Asso- 
ciation. here are about fifteen such 
cases, and it will be some’ time before the 
association decides whether the matter 
will be dropped or the Senate be. asked 
to take action. Judge Chatfield was pres- 
ent at last night’s meeting, but what/{ 
took place there could not be learned. 

The complaints submitted and to be 
submitted to the committee accuse the 
Judge of discourtesy to counsel, delay and 
neglect, and of\ giving consideration to 
matters without both sides being heard. 
All this is the result, it is said, of months 
of complaint.’upon the part of lawyers 
having cases before the Judge. There 
had been much talk in Brooklyn in re- 
gard to this feeling, but until last night 
the Grievance Committee had taken no 
decided action. Slowly the complaints 
have crystallized, and they have. now 
been compiled and worked out in form for 
presentation. 

The complainants aver that the Judge 
has been. given to conducting his court 
though he were running a’ sehool and the 
lawyers

Some months ago the matter was brought 
to the attention of the committée, which 
was at a loss just how to 4ct as the mat- 
ter involved a Federal Judge. It was de- 
cided finally to take the course of the 
Cayouga Bar Association in its action 
against Judge Ray of the United States 
District Court of Northern Néw York. 

The meeting was held in the rooms of 
thebar association, at-158 Montague Street 
and it continued until after 11 o'clock. 
Judge Chatfield, wno hat been notified to 
be present, put in an appearance early 
in the evening. He listened to ‘the com- 
plaints and replied to them. 

One of the complaints against the Judge 
is based upon his actions in ‘connection 
with the suit of the creditors of the Iron 
Clad Manufacturing Company, inst 
Mrs. Elizabeth C. Seaman, better yal

The case of Judge Chatfield in this mat-.

great doctrine, the interpretation of which 
some have sought to convert coneretely into 
the following: ‘‘ America for the ~ North 
_. Américans,’’ 

Fortunately all now is safe, in. my opinion; 
the great speech of Mr. Wilson,. published the 
2d of November, just before the elections in 
the United States. and which I consider the 
leader of al] political documents that have 
appeared so far in the present century, clears 
away all doubts, marks out definite courses 
to be followed and assures universal’ peace 
based on harmony, equity and justice.

WASHINGTON,- Jan. 2:—Before one of 
the .biggest audiences ever gathered. in 
the Senate, Senator Joseph Weldon 
Bailey of Texas delivered his farewell 
address. to-day. It had- been expected 
that at the. conclusion of his‘ arraign- 
ment of current radicalism he would send 
his resignation to the Governor of Texas 
and have copy of it read by the Clerk 
of the Senate. But this morning he ex- 
plained to his friends that he feared such 
@ course would weaken the effect of his 
speech. His resignation will accordingly 
be withheld. for several days. It is ex- 
pected that R. M. Johnston of Houston, 
Tex., will be-named to fill-out his term. 
The, speech was liberally applauded at 
its conclusion, in violation of the rules 
of the Senate, and members of both 
Houses crowded up to shake Mr. Bailey’s 
hand. But the general impression was 
that Mr. Bailey on previous ‘occasions; 
with less preparation, had discussed the 
same themes more brilliantly. Where he 
had been expected to denounce his ene- 
mies, personal and/political, with his well- 
known scathing tongue, he. confined his 
criticism almost: exclusively to ‘William 
Randolph Hearst, whom he denounced as 
a thief for buying the Standard Ofl let- 
ters, in which Mr. Bailey’s name was 
several times mentioned. Senator Ashurst 
of Arizona defended Mr. Hearst. 
Senator’ Bailey charged that the news- 
papers were largely responsible for the 
present political -*‘ unrest.’ 

‘I have become convinced,” he said, 
“that the present great popular unrest 
had its besit nning in , what was intended 
as mere idle gossip.” 

News apers, he said, began publishing 
lists o ‘millionaire Senators,” appar- 
onty’ only because they wanted ‘‘ some- 
thing to write,” and the demand for 
such matter became instant: 
Senator Bailey said if any one “ want- 
ed to organize a syndicate to buy him 
out,” he would be very glad to have an 
offer of less than half a million. 
“And after the papers had gotten 
used to calling the Senate a millionaires’ 
club,’”*’ he said, ‘‘they began attacking 
individual Senators, demanding to know 
where they got the millions which they 
did not have.’’ 
Senator Bailey said he overheard a 
Washington man point out the Senate 
office building and say: 
““«That’s where those old fellows fix 
up their jobs, drink their champagne, 
and get drunk as lords.’ 
“That’s the kind of reputation the 
representatives of the American people 
are given, and usually with no better 
foundation,” said Senator Bailey.

of Fine Arts and Letters, a special honor 
that gives public expression to the satis- 
faction with which: the Catholic Church 
in the United States regards the eminent 
tS ae A fine arts and letters rendered 


Trustees is made up. of 
Archbishops, Bishops, priests, and lay- 
men, and is highly representati e of the 
cane Church in the United States. 
ts action is all the more interesting as 
is is the first time that any honorary 
istinction has: been conferred by the 
Governors of the university.

@s an ever living source of refinement, 
an impulse to supreme distinction, 
and a tribute to the immortal service 
of artistic genius, 
do hereby declare and proclaim him 
PATRON OF FINE ARTS AND LETTERS. 


The decision to recognize Mr. Morgan 
srows out of his’ generosity in the pur- 
chase, at a cost of about ,000, of the 
famous Coptic manuscripts; which were 
collected in Egypt by Dr. Henry Hyver- 
nat, the Fl Orientalist of the Cath- 
olic University, and by. M. Chassinat, 
hétid of the French Institute of Archae- 
ology at Cairo, the efforts of the latter 
having been attended at the risk of his 
life in gathering the collection. 
The interest of the Catnolic University 
in this ‘famous collection has been dis- 
yayes in the fact that three times durin 
he p year Dr. Hyvernat has receive 
leave absence from the university to 
go abroad in connection with the a 
rangement and transfer of the Mo 
collection. On two of these trips Dr.

Dr. Hyvernat pronounces the collection 
‘*the most complete,-and, from the point 
of view of Christian art, the most val- 
uable yet known.” It comprises some 
fifty volumes consisting chiefly of Biblical 
manuscripts and early ecclesiastical lit- 
erature. These are now in the library of 
Mr. Morgan in New York City. 

Dr. Hyvernat, through whom the Cath- 
olic University became interested in the 
Morgan collection, is considered one of 
the world’s foremost Coptic scholars. ._He 
has been connected with the Faculty of 
the Catholic University since its founding 
twenty-five years ago, and is now’ Pro- 
fessor of merges, Bees and Egyptology, as 
well as chief oz the partment of Semit- 
ic and Egyptian Languages. He is now 
editing the Coptic pares of the “‘ Corpus} 
Scriptorum Christianorum Orientalium,”’ 
a work which ranks in i three with 
his translation of the organ Coptic 
manuscripts.

JEWS’ EXPULSION, | RUINOUS, 


‘Moscow Produce Exchange Appeals 
“on Behalf of Kieft. Merchants.

Lloyd-George Triumphs Over Oppo- 
sition .to Insurance Act.

Protection. too much, nor will any- 
thing it does for that purpose fail to re- 
céive public appreciation. Judging from 
reports of action just taken and in con- 
templation by it, a good:many of-our the- 
atregoers have been and are in not a little 
danger, and there. will be some inclina- 
tion, perhaps, to ask why, if there is so 
much to do, more ‘was not done before. 
Such questions as that are always rather 
ungracious, however, and late is so much 


time, that this particylar inquiry need 
not be pressed. 

That the best of New York’s theatres 
can be attended with practically no dan- 
ger from fire, and that practically all the 
newer structures devoted to this purpose 
are reasonably safe, cannot be denied and 
is a reason for much egatisfaction. But 
the situation is. complicated by the fact 
that a few of our theatres are old. 
Though some of these cannot be put in 
really. good condition as to either material 
or exits, there is natural reluctance to 
inflict heavy injury by closing them per- 
emptorily, and that is done only in the 
worst cases. The result is' that we have, 
and probably iong must have, theatres 
of varying degrees of safety, and it 
might be well-if the public could be clear- 
ly informed as to the comparative 
chances it took .{n going to any ‘one of 
them. 

A way of doing that would be to make 
each theatre advertise itself, on its tick- 
ets and otherwisé, as of the first, second, 
or third class, the last. to include those 
that just come within the line of tolera- 
tion. One.good- effect of that would’ be 
to give the safer theatres a well-deserved 
and legitimate advantage over the rest, 
and another would be to bring a heavy 
rressure to bear upon property owners 
and managers who are still attracting 
crowds ‘of people to buildings -which, 
while not actually inviting disaster, do 
not illustrate the best features of, mod- 
ern. construction.

SNOW IN THE SEWERS. 





Borough President Miller’s Reason 
for Refusing a- Permit. 
To the Baltor of The New York Times: ‘' 

Every year the theory that city sewers 
should be used for snow removal bobs up. 
In your issue of Jan. 1, 1913, under the 
heading, ‘‘Manholes for Snow,’ Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Edwards writes, 
in explanation of his failure to use sewer 
manholes for speedy riddance of snow 
taken from the streets, that he wrote to 
the President of the Borough of the 
Bronx for permission to use the sewers 
for that purpose and such permission was 
refused. This is true. In order that such 
@ refusal may not seem an arbitrary act, 
but was based on good reasons, a state- 
ment of thé facts seems necessary. 

Even if snow from the streets could be 
kept clean there is grave danger that it 
would choke the sewers and back the 
sewage into the houses, causing great 
damage and possibly resulting in lawsuits 
against the city and damages far greater 
in amount than the savings to the Ctreet 
Cleaning Department. But the snow can- 
not be kept clean: In stormy weather 
or long periods of cold, garbage scows 
cannot go to sea, so that garbage and 
ashes are not collected. The householder 
throws such refuse into the street, and 
it is gathered up with snow. In 1911 
the Park Commissioner of this borough, 
in an. endeavor to cheapen the cost of 
snow removal, gave permission to dump 
clean snow in Crotona Park back of Bor- 
ough Hall, at the same time that the 
Sewer Bureau refused permission to throw 
such snow into the sewers. After the 
snow had melted in the Spring, a fine col- 
lection of ashes, tin cans, boxes, barrels, 
dead animals, bottles and other débris 
was discovered. The inclosed photographs 
taken at thé time, will'give you some idea 
of {ts desfrable qualities. If we had 
listened to the siren voice of Commissioner 
Hdwards and those articles had been 
transferred from his jurisdiction on the 
streets to our jurisdiction'in the sewers, 
the cost of clearing them would have run 
into many thousands of dollars;for which 
the Sewer Bureau had no appropriation, 
not ‘to mention the resulting lawsuits 
against the city.

There is no argument in favor 
of throwing ashes and tin cans into the 
sewers. As for the snow choking the 
gewers and backing sewage into the 
houses, the Mayor’s Committee found that 
snow could be put into the sewers without 
causing any trouble whatever. Commis- 
gicner Edwards intimates that he wouli 
use the sewers for snow removal if he 
could get permission to do so. If-the 
committee appointed by the Mayor erred, 
or was incompetent, the public shotld’ be 
informed.

COTTON GOODS MO MOVE SLOWLY 


Heavy Constructions jotions:.@old Ahead for 
Three or Four Months. — 


Conditions throughout the local cotton 
goods trade are: generally ‘quiet. Most 
of the “mills ‘making . goods ..of. heavy. 
construction, are sold ahead for three. 
or. four’ months, and- the situation in 
lighter goods is about the same. There 
is little or no desirable merchandise on 
the market for spot delivery, and buyers 
do not seem anxious to place contracts 
with prices at their. present high level. 

The past year was apparently satis- 
factory from the manufacturers’ stand- 
point, and a large business was done. Al- 
though. this market is never expected to 
be active during December, in 1912 the 
demand was stronger than usual. Addi- 
tional goods could have been sold, it is 
said, had the mills been able to supply 


the demand. 

The. market continues strong, with a 
firm undertone, and there is little indi- 
cation of prices being lower for some 


time.
